So, did i ever tell you about the time when I was broke? I mean, COMPLETELY 
broke? I dicn't even have foodstamps, I was so broke. 1 had spent them all in 
one week, by cetting up every morning, buying an orange, and using the change 
to buy a bottle of vodka! Like I said, we're talking BROKE! 

I had mapped out a daily Walk-Of-Poverty that took me past the table scraps 
of some of the city's finest restaurants, the dumpsters of upscale markets, and 
the backyard fruit trees of the rich and famous. But, before I could go on my 
caily search for food, I'd always have to break out the duct tape. My shoes had 
become so full of holes, that I had been keeping them together with duct tape. 
Then, when they completely fell apart, I threw them away, and started Wrapping 
the tape around my FEET! It was a long walk. 

Finally, the long awaited morning of my food stamp appointment arrived. 
Everyone knows that no true punk rocker can get up at 7:00 AM to go to these 
things, so I had to try to walk around and stay awake all night. First, I went 
into Denny's, but, since I was broke, I could only order hot water, and the waiter 
started cussing at me in Spanish, so I had to leave, and start walking, just to 
Stay awake. It was a good night: I was only chased by three stray dogs, and 
only stopped, for no reason, by cops, twice. I will say this for the cops around 
here: they may act like assholes, but they've never beat me up (this is an 
example of the so-called twenty-something generation's "diminished expectations", 
I'm sure). Anyways, it wasn't a bad night. I found eight whole garbage bags of 
bagels in a dumpster! I can't believe they just throw them away! 

I got to the food stamp office with time to spare, and spent it reminiscing 
about the good, old days of welfare, like my first breathless and excited 
application, only days after my 18th birthday. When it comes to food stamps, I'm 


totally "old school". When I started getting them, you only got $106 a month, but 
now, after six years, with "Cost-of-Living" increases, we're all the way up to 
$120!

Of course, no one really knows 
what goes on inside the head of an inscrutable man like Valdez, but I'm starting 
to think that Valdez may actually HATE poor people! 

I think back on all the well-crafted, hard luck stories that I've used in 
food stamp offices across the country, over the years. In Arkansas, I said I'd 
come to ton to join an up-and-coming country music band, but got kicked out and 
had to pawn my guitar. Down in Biloxi, I was fired from a shrimp boat, because 
leWas o, better picker than the captain's son. Out West, in Eureka,, when my case 
worker asked, "Are you homeless?", I gave her my most innocent, heartbreaking 
look, and replied, "No, Ma'am. I live in a bush on 'T' Street. All the stories 
are the sae; all roads lead to the food stamp office. As Valdez starts his usual 
interrogation, I consider that this ridiculous, fictional past is not too unlikely 
as a real future. 


If Valdez was a cartoon, you'd always draw him with steam coming out of his 
ears. He hammers away, "If you're homeless, where do you take showers?!? Where 
do you cook food ?7!?" He, apparently, hasn't considerred that homeless people may 
not, in fact, get to take showers. Valdez gets more and more frustrated as we 
navigate this confusing world between my lies, and his total lack of understanding. 
But, since he doesn't believe anything I say, it doesn't really matter what I tell 
him. When he finally snorts, “Well, why haven't you been looking for a job?!2"

Once my face was 
heavy with the fruit of my hyperactive teststostorone-producing glands, | trimmed and tapered 
until...wahla..the pride of all leathermen and cops...the lip worm! Ech! Ok, so now i gots a moustache, | 
gets an “I eat it raw at the Half Shell Raw Bar’ tshirt, | listened to “maragitaville” ten times in a row, and | 
even went on down to a construction sight to get the ambiance goin’ and my mojo workin’. Wahoo! bring on 
the hot tubs and hawaiian shirts! | am Mister Fort Lauderdale! Hell yeah! Ok, so the first place | decided to 
go to show off my new facial disgrace was...where else, einstein? A1A-BEACHFRONT AVENUE! And 
home of the world famous parrothead lounge! For those of you not in “the know”, The “world famous 
Parrothead Lounge’ is “a little out of the way place” on “the world famous Ft. Lauderdale strip” (as the sign 
above the door reads) featuring “Ft. Lauderdale’s most atomic 10 cent chicken wings”. Egad! What could be 
more a home away from home for a “Ft. Lauderdale guy” like me? | Bellied my newly moustachio'd self up 
to the bar, sure that the bartender would immediately take a liking to the clever tshirt | had chosen to 
wear(see fig. B), the color of which really accented the auburn highlights in my new facial hair.

Have you ever said that phrase to any one? The first time I noticed 
someone saying that, it was gay scenesters saying it to gay punks.

He told me, 
too, that there was a well-defined schism between the “straight- 
acting, straight-looking” people and the drag queens and queer punks, 
to where there would be opining in the written organs of the scene, 
and accusations back and forth. The straight-actings would use the 
above phrase, and the more flamboyant would reply “Sellout!” or “Go 
back to your closet!” 

Tom’s not my roommate anymore, he moved to L.A. and builds cool little 
machines out of outdated nuclear technology. In SF there evolved this 
sort of punk-oriented bike scene, people making bike actions and bike 
games and riding and drinking and carousing, and even doing politi- 
cal-type, anti-corporate environmental activities. As time has gone 
by, though, I noticed an increase in the usage of the above phrase. 
Once in the Mission, I was juggling a beer and tooling around at 22nd 


and Bryant when a sour-looking cyclist road up to me and said, “Get on 
the right side of the street! It’s people like you who are RUINING IT 
FOR THE REST OF US!” 
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I think, now wait a minute, the oil companies are sponsoring political 
murders in Nigeria, and environmental terrorism and brainwashing all 
over the globe, and some goody two shoes cyclist thinks a drunk punk 
aimlessly trolling a near-empty intersection in the Mission is RUIN- 
ING IT? That little incident, repeated hundreds of times, signalled 
splintering and infighting amongst those who have the energy for that 
kind of thing, and the rest of us have just gone about our business. 
This phrase is a symptom, like hives or night sweats, of an insecure, 
defensive and self-abnegating mentality. Whenever it’s used, it’s 
used to put down people who have TOO MUCH IN COMMON. It specifies that

the RUINER is also one of US. 

I’m sure you’ve noticed it in the punk scene. You may even have said 
it to someone. Someone said it to me, for graffiti. A punk telling 
another punk YOU”RE RUINING IT over graffiti? I have always consid- 
ered graffitti to be one of the Articles of Confederation of punkdom. 
If we can’t do graffitti, at least, are we really punks anymore? You 
know, there comes a time for many people when they DO want to quit 
being a punk. There’s no shame in that, I guess. But you can’t have it 
both ways. You can’t quit being a punk, then go around in punk’s 
clothing telling other people they’re wrecking the scene. 


When punks have to attack their friends to protect their scene, then 


its TOO LATE! The enemy is already within.

Pretend its 1960 again, and Miami's still a sleepy, little cracker town full 
of tourists and white folks, living the chamber of commerce “goodc life." You 
nave a nice, shaded home in quiet Coconut Grove, and your next door neighbor is.. 
CIA agent, and future Wetergate fioure, —. Howard Hunt! “He always seemec like 
2 normal guy, but, now that you mention it, he WAS always cetting these late 
night visits from CARLOADS OF CUBAN MEN!!!" 

The island of Cuba is at the center of more Americen conspiracy theories 
then anything else, even Marilyn Monroe. After Ficel Castro came to power, the 
CIA launched an obsessive and secret war against Castro, much of the action 
taking place here in Miami. 

Miami in the 60's was one part tourist trap, one part CIA company town. 
OPERATION JM/WAVE was the CIA's largest base of operation in the world, outside 
of Langley headquarters, and it was located near the site cf today's Miami 
Metrozoo, in a plot of South Dade rural swamp land, the former site of the 
Richmond Naval Air Station, which was destroyed in a hurricane. The site was 
identified on maps as “University of Miami--South Campus.” The CIA presence was 
so great that it actually triggered e housing and business boom, as the agency 
also set up 55 completely fake, front businesses throughout the county! The 
operation base passed itself off as "Zenith Technical Enterprises" and was listed 
in the White Pages with no address 

In Miami, nothing and everything was happening. While tourists worked on 
their tans, E. Howard Hunt, fresh from helping engineer the 1954 coup in 
Guatemala, was busy canvassing Little Havena. Recruiting on the streets, and at 
a Biscayne Boulevard store front, Hunt assembled a sizable militia of would-be 
guerilla warriors. With CIA weapons, they practiced blowing up busses and 
shooting rifles at Everglades training sites, and on uninhabited Florida Keys. 
Imagine being the cop who responded to a call about mysterious gunfire and found 
its source to be a ClA-owned, wooden frame house, hidden away in the swamp, 
inhabited by about 20 single, Cuban men! "Uh, Ok guys... we got a few complaints, 
so see if you can just maybe KEEP IT DOWN, A LITTLE..." Citzens wondering about 
distant explosions at night were told that it was the blasting of a right of way 
for the new Palmetto Expressway. 

Radio Swan, broadcasting from a transmitter on Swan Island, near Cuba, - 
was started to broadcast anti-Castro programmin to Cuba, and to"create confusion" 
on the island. The station listed its owner as the Gibralter Steamship Company, 
a wholly fake corporation that had never owned a steamship. Of course, that was 
just a typo. What they MEANT to list was "CIA". Whoops! 

Radio Swan told Cuban listeners to burn Cuban sugar cane crops, and to 
create chaos by smashing bottles! Yo! Wes the band, FILTH, created by the CIA, 
too? Radio Havana responded by broadcasting a program to America, called 
“Radio Free Dixie", in which fugitive, American Black activist, Robert Williams, 
told Southern blacks to burn down THEIR cities 

Before anything could get burned down, though, the CIA's clory days in 
Miami came to an end with the Bay of Pigs invasion. Hunt had put together a 
“provisional government" led by Cuban career politician, Tony de Varona, who 
nad once been hired by the CIA to kill Castro. The plan, cdoomec to a now- 
historic failure, was to land on the beach, announce victory on Radio Swan, and 
then fly in the “provisional government" and call for official U.S. military 
aid. Hunt signaled the invasion on Radio Swan with cocec cibberish, "The sky is 
blue! The fish is red!" What always strikes me about these cuys like Hunt, or 
G. Gordon Liddy, or Oliver North, is how RIGHT they think they are, and how a 
coup, or “creating confusion" is just all in a day's work. Hunt wrote over 70 
lousy spy novels, and published an autobiography that features plenty of pictures 
of him as superspy, skiing in Europe, or at cocktail parties in Montevideo. You

For weeks, the lines out front of the building had been getting longer 
longer. Riding my bike home at 4:00 AM, I‘d see the first handful of families 
gathering outside, pacing and waiting for the building to open, with envelop 
and papers in hand. The whole city was in a panic, because of two new laws ¢: 
were going into effect on the first of the month. One, a new welfare reform 
would deny benefits even to legal immigrants. The other was a new, tougher 
immigration law that made citizenship harder to attain, and could, depending 
how it was enforced, cause whole families to be deported, even if they had 
and had been in the country for years! All over Miami, people were lining 
welfare offices to find out their welfare status. Many others were arrangin 
last minute marriages to U.S. citizens. The INS had to issue a statement sayi 
that marriage wouldn't effect status under the new law. 

No one seemed to be able to say, for sure, what the new law would chan 
and every one was afraid. An elderly Cuban immigrant with AIDS, quite bleaxi 





summed up the city's mood when he made front page news by cimmitting suicide. 


leaving a note saying that he would have had no way to survive without his 
monthly SSI check. 

Obviously, having a signifigant portion of the city's people suddenly lo 
their income and having businesses suddenly lose their employees to deportat: 
was a huge economic time bomb for Miami. But what was worse, I felt, was the 
lines, themselves. Long lines of terrified people facing casual, bureaucrat‘ 
Cruelty, in public. It was making my city a grimmer, more unlivable place to 
How many fucking hoops does someone have to jump through, anyways, before the 
government will say, "OK, you're a real person, now"? 

On the last night before the law went into effect, I was riding by at 2: 
AM, and there were already 150-200 people there! Whole families with lawnchai 
and blankets, out on 79th street. I was riding along, feeling sort-of disgus* 
that all I could do was think, "Duh. What a fucked up situation..." I wished 
ther was something I had to offer them, or some way to let them know that not 
everyone here wants them to leave. 

Thinking of lines made me think of free food. Then, I thought, well, wn 
if, while waiting six hours through the night at 79th and Biscayne, with all 
rats, drug dealers, prostitutes, and cops, the people had some food offereed 
to them? | saw a couple people in line with Dunkin' Donuts cups, and then [ 
realized that Dunkin' Donuts was only a couple blocks away, and this was rign 
about the time of night that they'd be throwing out the day old donuts.

This has been a novel about some people who were punished 
entirely too much for what they did. They wanted to have a 
good time, but they were like children playing in the street; 
they could see one after another of them being killed—run 
over, maimed, destroyed—but they continued to play any- 
how. We really all were very happy for a while, sitting around 
not toiling but just bullshitting and playing, but it was for 
such a terrible brief time, and then the punishment was be- 
yond belief: even when we could see it, we could not believe 
it.

This summer, Students for a Free Tibet got passes to Lollapalooza. Passing up 
the heavy temptation to scalp the tickets, I started planning our attack. It 
was pretty funny trying to get people together - I’d call up these people from 
Columbia and NYU and go "hey, I got free tickets to Lollapallooza! Wanna go?" 
College students are easy prey--- No one really believed we would go through 
with it, so they all quickly agreed to help out with my plan for guerilla 
theater. It wasn’t til about the day before the concert when they started 
getting nervous: “uh, what do mean I have to dress like a Tibetan nun?" 


The bands sucked, the crowd was bored. Lollapallooza was ripe for takeover. 
We had a couple people dress up as “peaceful Tibetan demonstrators", who 
marched up to the bleachers and began shouting slogans, waving a Tibetan flag, 
and holding a "China out of Tibet" sign. As you can imagine, this was a bit 
out of place at Lollapallooza, and people wondered what was going on. Enter 
the Chinese Occupation Force, who charge the demonstrators, knocking them down 
and kicking and clubbing them senseless. This really got everyone’s attention 
- now hundreds of people are squinting down at us wondering “who are those 
guys, and why are they beating up those other guys?" Next (this was the hard 
part) we went up into the stands and actually talked to people and passed out 
flyers. Some people quickly snapped back into drone-mode and were impossible 
to reach, but lots of them were Still curious enough to want to talk to us. 
Some of the response was pretty depressing, like the pack of skin heads who 
-+} 


wanted to know if we needed any help beating them up, but mostiy it went 
pretty well. ‘ 


This was a HUGE improvement over the year before, when we just sat at a booth 
and wondered why no one would talk to us except for an occasional confused 


drunk. (Several people came up and pointed to our banner and said "Uh, like, 
how do I get a ‘free tibbet’?) Guerrilla theater WOLksS: Short of grabbing 


people by the throat and yelling at them, it’s the shurest way to get people 

to pay attention to you. When my friend Christy’s squat was facing eviction 

in Amsterdam, they built a raft and staged this whole series of dramas up and 
down the canals, covering all of downtown. They tore down the building 


anyway, but at least they went out with style. 


A few of us went down to Florida a while ago, to mess with a place called 
Splendid China. c’s a theme park, in the shadow of Disney World, completely 
owned by the Chinese government. I’m not making this up! When it opened, the 
Miami Herald wrote a piece calling it the "torturer’s theme park". You should 
check it out (after hours) some time - it’s got to be one of the weirdest 
exhibits of propaganda anywhere.

Exports". In a December, 1981 issue of Miami magazine, a Ft. Myers sailor is 
quoted as saying, “Anywhere you sail in the Bahamas, you're going to see little 
strobe lights flashing in the water at night, and then high-powered boats going 
out to make the pick-ups. The lights are attached to bales of drugs." Tourism 
was down, and the local economy was in cecline, but, mysteriously, new high 
rises and developments were going up all over town, often as a way to launder 
drug money. Its not clear just how much of Miami's skyline was built with drug

Drug planes landed everywhere. Smugglers would pay farmers, upstate, to let 
them land on their farm, and pay a local sheriff $50,000 to just stand there and 
make sure nothing went wrong. Before the stretch of I-95, between Ft. Pierce and 
Cocoa was completed, planes would use the paved part as a night time runway. 

Boats could make it in, anywhere, too. One Ft. Lauderdale operation bought 
up expensive houses on Ft. Lauderdale's canals, and would bring boats right up 
to the back door! Then, they'd hire elderly couples in winnebagos to drive the 
stuff north, out of Florida, and they'd hire Krishnas to watch the stuff, because 
they knew the Krishnas wouldn't take any! 

With all this cash around, the Miami Police-decided they wanted a cut, too. 
In the early '80's, the force was ordered to comply with new affirmative action 
laws, and to have all officers live within the city limits of Miami. Since the 
cops were overwhelmingly white, and lived in the ‘burbs, there was a frantic 
svcramble to find new cops, and almost anyone was hired, whether they passed 
all the tests, or not.
